A  Letter  from  You 


A  letter,  addressed  to  the  alumni  office  and  received 
last  week,  bore  the  ^following  compelling  observations:  “In 
my  mind,  there  seems  to  be  a  distinct  difference  between 
a  ‘Fund’  and  ‘Dues.’  One  implies  donation — the  other — 
membership. 

“Someone  once  said  Americans  were  a  ‘belonging’  race. 
The  ego  is  flattered  by  the  privilege  of  being  allowed  to  belong 
to  this  group  or  that — the  more  exclusive  the  better — and 
what  group  could  be  more  exclusive  than  the  S.  J.  Alumni? 

“The  point  is  that  gifts  are  often  slow  in  arriving —  dues 
come  around  annually.  One  feels  a  sense  off  duty  in  owing 
dues — gifts  do  not  create  the  same  feeling.” 

These  thought-provoking  observations  came,  in  response 
to  our  request  for  a  criticism  of  our  annual  dues-gift  letter 
to  the  alumni  and  the  follow-up  editorial.  The  letter  merits 
Our  studied  consideration  as  alumni  of  St.  Joseph’s. 

There  is  a  difference  between  fund  and  dues,  and  we  are 
members  of  St.  Joseph’s  Alumni  Association.  We  are  the  mem¬ 
bers,  and  the  association  will  be  what  we  want  it  to  be. 

In  previous  years  the  annual  letter  reminded  us  to  send 
in  a  dollar  for  dues  and  a  dollar  for  each  of  the  publications. 
Last  year,  for  the  first  time,  it  was  pointed  out  that  it  might 
be  best  if  the  request  were  placed  on  the  dues-gift  basis  and 
that  we  be  guided  in  our  contributions  by  our  material  bles¬ 
sings  and  by  our  judgment.  This  year,  the  reminder  was  the 
same.

Under  the  new  plan  last  year,  350  members,  or  10%  of  our 
mailing  list,  contributed  $3,160.20,  a  decided  increase  over 
the  previous  annual  contributions.  However,  in  the  last  twelve 
months  our  printing  bill,  together  with  the  postage  required 
to  mail  CONTACT,  was  $1,335.40.  The  three-cent  stamp  in 
each  first-class  mailing  amounts  to  $105.00,  exclusive  of  the 
cost  of  stationery  and  the  printing  involved. 

The  annual  alumni  reunion  held  last  June  has  been  de¬ 
scribed  as  the  best  ever  staged  at  St.  Joe.  Replete,  though 
it  was,  with  attractions  and  activities  for  three,  days,  its 
planning  and  execution  was  restricted  by  the  fund  at  hand. 

Judging  from  the  closer  bond  that  exists  between  St.  Joe 
and  her  alumni,  as  evidenced  many  times  in  the  past  year, 
we  feel  that  our  Alumni  Sustaining  Fund  will  grow.  Already, 
this  year,  as  of  October  7,  163  members  have  contributed 
$1,052.50.  More  and  more  returns  are  coming  in  every  day. 
This  fact  plainly  indicates  that  the  men  of  St.  Joe  are  thinking 
of  St.  Joe. 

It  is  through  the  Alumni  Sustaining  Fund  that  we  can 
take  care  of  our  dues  as  members  of  the  association  and,  also, 
help  our  Alma  Mater.  There  is  no  other  appeal  throughout 
the  year.  Let’s  help  through  the  ASF — the  Alumni  Sustain¬ 
ing  Fund!

Larry  Rail  Flies  to  Campus 
For  First  Visit  in  17  Years 

Finding  an  opportunity  to  fly,  alumnus  Lawrence  V.  Rail,  ’20-’24, 
thought  of  St.  Joe  the  “ole  school  near  Rensselaer,”  and  decided 
to  visit  his  Alma  Mater.

We 
were  accompanied  by  the 
band  and  a  crowd  of  students 
to  St.  Alphonsus  Auditorium 
and  we  put  on  a  real  show 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Alexian 
Brothers.” 

Talk  of  Turner  Hall  always 
brings  to  mind  its  efficient  di¬ 
rector  and  coach,  Father  Albin 
Scheidler.  “I  saw  Father  Scheid- 
ler  a  couple  of  months  ago,” 
smiled  Lawrence  Rail,  “when  he 
spoke  before  the  Knights  of  Co¬ 
lumbus  in  Tiffin,  at  an  officers’ 
installation  ceremony.”  Father 
Scheidler  is,  at  present,  director 
of  Our  Sorrowful  Mother  Shrine, 
Marywood. 

We  called  on  Brother  John 
Marling,  ’18-’23,  instructor  in 


mathematics  and  physics,  who  was 
preparing  to  give  an  examination 
to  one  of  his  classes.  After  a  few 
seconds;  of  smiling  concentration, 
Brother  John  recalled  the  name 
of  his  former  schoolmate,  Law¬ 
rence  Rail. 

Among  other  memories  happily 
aired  during  the  visit  was  the 
Tony  Quinlisk  (Rev.  Anthony  M.
